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nament of Spain; in as much as being a place 


" unwall'd, unforrify'd , and ſeared only upon a 
ſmall aſcent , neer the River Dwrixs , .it held 
our, for the ſpace of fourteen years,onely with 
a garriſon of four thouſandCelt:bersans,againft 
an Army of forty thouſand men , nay did not 
onely hold out, bur'fomerimes alſo gave, us 
preat overthrows, and forc'd us todiſhonours 
able treaties. In fine, the reduQion of it was 
_ thowghr ſo far impoſſible , that there was a ne- 

cefliry of employing the ſame perſon againſt ir 
who had deſtroy'd Carthage. To ſay the truth, 
we muſt acknowledge, that haply there was 
No war of ours , -whereof the cauſe was more 
unjuſt then this, The Namantians had enters 
rain'd into their Ciry the Segidenſes, their Al- 
lies and Relations ; the mediation uſed on 
their behalf prevailed nothing ; and while 
they would have abſolutely diſengag'd them» 
ſelves from having ought ro db with the war, 
they were order'd to lay down their Arms , fa 
toſecure the Alliance defired by them.

riare himſelf wich the people ; or proceeding 
with a good intention ,] as pirtying to ſee rhe 
common people rurn'd our of their Lands, 
that they who had conquer'd Nations and 
were Maſters of the world, might not be ba- 
niſhed our of rheir own habicarions ;z or what 
ever deſign he had , attempred a very remar- 
kable thing, when thar, the day for propound- 
ing the Law being come, attended by a grear 
number of people, he aſcended the Reftra, nor 
wanted there on the other ſide all che Nobilj- 
ty with armed force to oppoſe hin\i , and ſome 
of the Tribunes were alſo againſt him.

Buthe ſurviv'd his dignity, that, be= 
ing forc*d from Lariſſa, he might with greater 
dilprace make his eſcape on Horſeback over 
the Theflalian 7empe ; that upon a ſolitary 
rock of Cilic72 he ſhould conhder whether ir 
were beſt for him ro fly into Parthia, Africk,, 
or X-ypt; in fine, that being upon the Pelue 
flax ſhore, he ſhould , by erder of a moſt un- * 
worthy King , the Counſel of his Eunuchs, 
(and , ro compleat his misfortune)fall by rhe 
ſword of his own' treacherous' ſervant Septi- 
mius , and die in fight of his Wife and Chil- 
dren, Who would not have thought the war 
had been ended with Pompey ? Bur the embers 
of the Theſſalian conflagration broke forth 
again into a much more violent flame ; and 
in Zgypt there was war, withour any of Pom. 
pej's party engag'd in ir. For Ptolemey, King 
of Alexandria, having commitred the moſt 
heynous a& of any during the civil war , and 
affur'd his Allyance with Ceſar by the means 
'of Pompey's head, fortune defiring the manes 
of ſo greata perſon ſhould be revenged , there 
wanted not an occaftion, Cleopatra, the King's 
lifter , falling at Ceſar's feet, demanded a re- 
ſtirution of one part of the Kingdom. The

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young Virgin was beautiful,and what heights 


ned her beauty was, that, being ſuch , ſhe had 
ſuffered an injury ; beſides he could not but 
have a horrour for the King himſelf , who had 
murther'd Pompey , not ſo much out of love to 
Ceſar , as ont of complyance with the preſent 
canjuncure., and would have treared him af 
terthe ſame manner, ific had been expedient.

not proceeded fo far as to ſettle a firm peace, 
in as much as the ſhelf, rhe knor, and obſtacle 
of publick ſecurity , Antonins was ſtill alive, 
Nor did he want vices to bring him co . his 
ruine ; nay having our of ambition and luxury 
made tryal of all chings, he delivered in the 
ficſt place his enemies, then his fellow-Citi- 
zens , and atlengththe age he liv'd in , from 
the rerrour he gave them , | by procuring his 
own death, | The Parthians and Romans ha- 
ving made tryal ofeach other , and Craſſ#r on 
the one fide, and Pacorus on the other being 
teſtimonies of their yalour, there was aleague 
made berween them wich equal reverence and 


himſelf 
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himſelf. But the exceſlive vanity of rhe man, 
while out of aluſt roenlarge his titles, he was 
defirous to have the A4raxes and the Euphrates 
wrirten under his Images, made him leaveSyria 
of a ſudden,and, wirhour-any cauſe, or advice, 
orſo much as any imaginary pretence of war, 
(asif ic had been the part of a great Caprain 
to ſteal upon his enemies)make an unexpeted 


incurſion among the Parthians, That Na- 


tion, belides the confidence they repoſe in 
their peculiar Arms , | is ſubtle ] and pretends 
fear, and flighr,croſle the Fields, Antonzns, 
as if already victorious , immediately purſues 
them, when ofa ſudden, an unexpected , yet 
no great party of the enemies , fell upon our 
men wearied with marching , and in the eve- 
ning , as it had been a ſhower , and ſhooting 
their arrows of all {ides, two Legions were 
in a manner cover'd therewith. Yet was not 
this any thing in compariſon of the overthrow 
which was to have been the next day, if, 
through the clemency of the Gods , one who 
had ſuryiv'd the defear of Craſſus,riding about 
the Camp in a Parthian habit, after he had 
gain'd credir with the Commanders,acquain- 


red chem wich what was to happen ;, to wit, 


that the King himſelf withal his Forces was 
coming upon them, that they ſhould retrear, 
and ger into the Mountains ; and thar fo 
doing 


= 
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doing they ſhould nor haply be to ſeek an ene- 
my. And ſoir happen'd that a ſmaller force 
of the enemies purſu'd them, then was defign'd 


to doit. Yetthey came cn, and the remain-' 


der of our Forces had been deſtroyed , had'it 
not been, thar , when the Parthian arrows fell 
like hail upon , the Soldiers luckily fell on 
their knees, and lifcing their Bucklers over 


their heads ſeem'd as if they were ſlain. Then 


the Parthians gave over ſhooting with the 
bows. Whereupon the Romans rifing up,the 
thing was thoughr ſo miraculous, that one 
of the Barbarians ſaid , Go and do well, ob ye 
Romans ; jufly does Fame ſpeak you the Conque= 
rours of Nations, who are able to endure the darts 
of the Parthians. We ſuffer'd afterwards as 
much through want of water , as we had dong 
by the enemies, Firſt the Region ir ſelf was 
oppreſſed with drought ; then to ſome of us 
the water of the River $almacis prov'd more 
deſtructive ; and laſtly , being drunk exce(- 
fively , by ſuch as were unhealthy, even{weer 
waters prov'd hurtful cous. Afrerwards, the 
ſulrrinefſe of Armenia , and the ſnows of Cap= 
padocie , and the ſudden change of air from 
one ro the other, were a kind of peſtilence :

himſelf in the embraces of a Princeſſe, This 
Agyprian woman , deſires of the beſorted Ge= 
neral for the reward ofher luſt , no lefſe then 
the Roman Empire. And Antomus promifed 
ic her, as if the Romans were more eahily over- 
come than the Parthians, He therefore began 
to plot Soveraignty, not covertly , bur, having 
forgot his Country, Name, Habir, and Digni- 
ty, heabſolurely degenerated into that mon» 
(ter, (a cyranr) nor onely in his thoughts, bur 
Q 3 alſo 
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abo in bis inclinations and attire. He walk'd 
with a golden ftaff in his hand, had a Cimitar 

/ by his tide , was clad in a purple garment, 
beſer with large Pearls ; nay he wanted nor 
a Diadem , that he might enjoy a Queen as a 
King. Upon the firſt intelligence of theſe new 
commotions, Ceſar croſſed the Sea at Brun- 
duſium, to prevent the approaching war z and 
having encamped in Eprrzs , he ſurrounded 
the Iſland Lexcades , and the Mount Lewcates, 
and the points of the Ambracian Bay witha 
powerful Fleet. We had aboye four hun- 
dred Ships , the enemies abont rwo hundred, 
bur their Bulk made up their number. For 
they had from fix tonine Banks of Oars, be- 
ſides being raiſed up high with turrers and 
decks , like Caſtles and fortify'd Cities , they 
made the Sea groan , and put the winds 
out of breath to carry them z and that exceſ- 
five Bulk prov'd the occaſion of their deſtru- 
tion.
